The Britisher will still, in| 
fact, be the most heavily penalized | 
taxpayer on earth. A committee | 
of international experts declared | 
a couple of years ago that he was 
handing over money at the rate of 
eighty pounds per head for the 
whole population of the country 
for his Government to spend. A) 
reduction of two pounds per head | 
would be only relief from one-for- | 
tieth of the load. The point is not, | 
therefore, that Britain is adopting | 
a revolutionary program of re-| 
trenchment which will free thé) 
taxpayer of half or more of his, 
burden; but that a saving of even} 
this small fraction is considered 
important enough to bother about. 
Our Canadian Provincial Govern-| 
ments, which are still carrying on | 
as merrily as though the war was 
yet in progress, might take 
note of the fact that John Bull 
thinks it worth while in this day of 
dull business to cut off even one 
dollar in forty of the taxes—even 
when to do so he has to break with 
his established custom of paying 
off some part of his obligations | 
year by year. - | 

In announcing the tax reduc- | 
tions to Parliament the Chancel. | 
lor of the Exchequer said that 
while there were signs of reviving | 
trade, the burden of taxation had 
checked enterprise. The infer-| 
enee is that that is the basic reason | 
for cutting the tax bills. In Brit- 
ain, as elsewhere, profits and | 
wages have declined, and as they | 
have shrunk the taxes have been | 
draining away a larger and larger | 
proportion of the working capital 
of the nation, leaving less and less 
for investment, for employing 
labor, and for the other purposes | 
of business. But in Britain more 
than elsewhere the depressing ef- | 
fect of taxation upon economic 
conditions has been recognized, 
perhaps because there taxation is | 
heavier and the population more | 
dense than in most countries. But 
the effect is the same everywhere, | 
though it may be less apparent in 
newer and less developed regions. | 
It is no less true in Canada than 
it is inf Britain that the more the 
tax collectors take the less the tax- | 
payer has left with which to carry | 
on productive enterprise; and that ' 
industry slows up, commerce lan- 
guishes, and jobs grow scarce as| 
Government expenditure mounts 
and taxes become heavier. A good ' 
deal of the unemployment and) 
trade dullness noticeable in the 
Dominion in recent months has 
been fairly attributable to the fact | 
that our Governments, Dominion 
and Provincial, have been trying 
to extract from the diminished 
earnings of the people the means 
with which to keep up a seale of 
expenditure only possible in flush 


to further discourage the employ- 
ment of capital. 


He Knows. 

One of the British Columbia 
members has been telling Parlia-| 
ment how much more the Cana-| 
dian troops accomplished in the 
last hundred days of the war than 
the U.S. troops, in proportion to 
their numbers. His object was to 
illustrate that experience makes | 
for efficiency, in war as in other | 
matters. The object is all right, 
but the method of proving the 


|point is dangerous. The compari-| 


son is pretty likely to be construed | 
on the other side of the line as an 
intended reflection upon the lea- 
dership or the valour of the U.S. | 
troops, and to chill the chivalrous
